ANNEXURE I 

NEWSPRINT ALLOCATOIN POLICY 1981-82 
1. Entitlement 

1.1 All applications for allocation of newsprint must be 

made in form I (reproduced as Annexure VI to this policy) 
and supported by such documents as required tinder subse¬ 
quent paragraphs of this policy. The applications should 
be addressed to the Registrar of Newspapers for India, New 
Delhi. No application for initial allocation of newsprint will 
be entertained after October 31, 1987, from a newspaper 

which was being published as on March 31, 1981. 

1.2 The basic entitlement of newsprint of an individual 
newespaper/periodical In 1981-82 will be determined on the 
basis of the actual consumption of newsprint or white print- 
mg paoer or both in the calendar year 1980, taking into 
account its average circulation, the average page area actually 
published, the number of publishing days etc. It will be based 
on the average number of pages published in 1979, except 
in the co6e of a dally newspaper which Increased the numbtr 
of Its pages up to 8 per day in 1980. In such cases, the 
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1.5 The enti’lement worked out in accordance with paras 
1.2, 1.3 and 1.4 above may be revised/varied in the light of 
such factors as the likely availability of newsprint., the need 
to maintain appropriate quan Ities m buffer stock and the 
general state of anticipated supplied- Cuts of a general nature 
may also be applied in the light of anticipation of shortfalls 
in supplies/production/stockS. 

1.6 The Registrar of Newspapers may call upon any news¬ 
paper/periodical to render account of the consumption for 
any period of not less than three months during the licensing 
year and he may reduce the entitlement of that newspaper/ 
periodical accordingly, if the same is in excess of what would 
be admissible in the light of paras 1.2, 1.3 and 1.4 above, 

1.7 In working out the initial entitlement in terms of para 

1.2 and 1,3 above and in making revision in terms of para 
1.4 above, abnormal short-term drops in circulation arising 
from special circumstances including strikes /lockouts or other 
reasons as also abnormal short-term increases in circulation 
attendant upon closure or disruption of work in competing 
newspapers at the same place of publication or any other 
extraordinary circumstances, may be ignored by the Registrar 
of Newspapers as may be considered appropriate by him in 
each case, reliance being placed upon normal average circu- 
la'ion, etc. In the case of newspapers which could not come 
Out for abnormally long period the entitlement may be worked 
out after taking into account other relevant factors. 

1.8 The entitlement of newspapers/periodieals for standard 
newsprint as also indigenous newsprint will be worked out 
on the basis of 51 grammas substance plus or minus 5 per 
cent. 


1.9 When the entitlement is made for indigenous news¬ 
print, it will be increased by 15 per cent. 


2. New dallies and periodicals 

2.1 A now- newspaper/periodical wifi be allowed an initial 
quota whioh will be determined by the Registrar of News¬ 
papers fm India upon his satisfaction with regard to the 
projection of circulation by the applicant but not exceeding 
the requirement calculated on the baafa of average circulation. 
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upto n maximum of 10,000 copies of 8 standard pages in 
the case of dailies and 16 standard paces in the case of 
weeklies, triweeklies, bi-weeklies, fortnlghtlies and monthlies, 
par publishing day for th* first four months. The application 
for the initial quota along with the completed prolormn at 
Annexure III will be accompanied with a bond executed by 
the applicant and duly guaranteed by any scheduled bank for 
20 per cent of the value of the newsprint to which he is 
entitled mi'uiJy. This bend will be cancelled on the production 
of documentary evidence to the satisfaction of the Registrar 
of Newspaper® for India to show that the newsprint has ocen 
utilised for the publication of the newspaper/ooriodlcal. 
After three months of regular publication, the new newspaper/ 
periodical should produce evidence as per Annexure II to 
the satisfaction of the RNI about proper utilisation of the 
newsprint initially allocated to it, so that the entitlement for 
the year is made out on the basis of the actual performance. 

2.2 Existing newspapers/periodicals which did not obtain 
newsprint in the year 1980-81 will be treated as new news¬ 
papers/periodicals, and (heir initial quota will be calculated 
on the basis given in para 2.1 above as the case may be 
from the month of receipt of their applications and further 
entitlements may be worked out. subsequently in terms of 
para 2.1 above. Snell application must be accompanied by 
the copy of the annual return for 1980 submitted to RNI. 

3. Save in special cases, the following categories of news¬ 
papers and periodicals will not be entitled for alloca.ion of 
newsprint, though they are classified as newspapers: 

( a) Journals published primarily to promote sale of goods 

or services; 

(b) House journals/maga/.lnes brought out by under¬ 
takings /firms/industrial concerns. 

(c) Price lists, catalogues and lottery new's. 

(d) Publications intended for free distribution. 

(e) Fiction. 

(f) Racing guides, 

fg) School/College Magazines. 

nil Newspapers/periodicals with a regularity of less 

than 50 per cent in a year. 

4. Trt the case of newspapers/periodicals, the circulation of 
which has been assessed by the RNI to be lower than the 
claimed circulation for the calendar year 1978, 1979 or 
1980, the entitlement for 1981-82 of such periodicals/news¬ 
papers will be calculated on the basis of assessed circulation 
and the newsprint entitlement adjusted accordingly. These 
newspapers/pcriodicals will not be eligible for benefit under 
para 1.4 above until their circulation is reassessed. 

4.1 Newspapers the circulation of which is declared as 
unestablished in 1978, 1979 or 1980 will be treated as new 
newspapers and governed by para 2.1 above for allocation of 
newsprint. 

5. Allocation 

5.1 Allotment of all types of newsprint—standard. roto 
and glazed-—will generally be made in reels. Newspapers 
printed on sheet-fed machines will, however, receive iheir 
entitlement only in sheets. In case sheets are not available, 
the entitlement will be raised by 5 per cent for conversion of 
reels into sheets on giving proof that printing is actually 
carried out only in sheets. 

5.2 Newspapers/pcriodicals will not be permitted to adjust 
between them the quota allotted to each of them even when 
the publications are under th© same ownership and/or bear 
the same title/name and even through they may have been 
allowed to club together the entitlement of each unit for 
administrative convenience in lifting of newsprint from STC 
and/or indigenous sources. 

5.3 The authorised quota of newsprint allotted under the 
policy to a newspaper/periodical may, however, be used for 
a new edition of the same newspaper/periodical and the 
newsprint so used shall be accounted for separately. However, 
the newspapers/eprlodlcals will give Intimation as per 
Annexure IV to the RNI at least one month prior to the 
start of the new edition, in respect of the projected circulation, 
page area, average number of pages, etc. of the new edition 
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and likely diversion of newsprint from (he parent edition. 
The eniitlement of the parent newspaper may be reassessed 
accordingly. However, this entitlement may be revised and a 
fresh entitlement fixed for the new edition, after three 
months of publication on the basis of the actual variation 
in circulation. 

NOTE :—For the above purpose, an ‘edition’ is ft news¬ 
paper/periodical which, irrespective of ihe place 
of publication, bears the same name]title, is in the 
snme language and has the same periodicity as the 
newspaper/periodical already being published by the 
same ownership/management, and is a reprint 
separate run of the nevvspapcr/periodicul with vari¬ 
ations dictated by the time factor and to meet 
requirements of existing local readership and 
speedier distribution. 

6. Glazed, indigenous and other varieties 

6.1 Periodicals which have been in regular publication 
for more than three months, may be allowed to claim their 
full entitlement or a portion of it in glazed or rotogravure 
newsprint subject to availability. 

6.2 The basis of allocation of indigenous and imported 
newsprint will be as follows :— 

(i) Newspaper* with an entitlement of upto 400 nits, 
will have the option to lift any proportion of their 
reguirements from indigenous or imported news¬ 
print-—both from, high sea sales as well ns from 
buffer stock. 

(ii) Newspapers with entitlement of 400 mts. or more 
will have to lift at least 15 per cent of their 
entitlement from indigenous newsprint. Such news¬ 
papers will also have to place orders for at least 75 
per cent of their entitlement of imported news¬ 
print from high sea sales. 

(iii) If shipment is not effected within 120 days of receipt 
of L/C’s by STC. efforts will be made to allot propor¬ 
tionate tonnage from incoming buffer stock shipments 
on high sen sales basis which will be later repleni¬ 
shed. 

6.3 The Registrar of Newspapers may also vary the pro¬ 
portion of indigenous and imported newsprint in the light of 
availably of stocks from time to time. Newspapers/periodi¬ 
cals will have to take indigenous newsprint in sizes that are 
made available, 

6.4 If any newspaper /periodical had not utilised any quantity 
allotted in 1980-81 or in previous years, the unutilised quan¬ 
tity will be adjusted against its entitlement for 1981-82. 

6.5 Newspapers which may suspend or cease publication 
shall return Ihe newsprint not utilised. 

7. Wastage 

7.1 A uniform 5 per cent extra newsprint will be allowed 
in all cases on entitlement to compensate damage caused to 
the newsprint in transit and in the Press, In case of periodicals 
using multicoloured printing, extra compensation of 2 per 
cent w-l be allowed over the normal wastage. 

8. Miscellaneous 

8.1 The work relating to distribution of imported news¬ 
print will be handled entirely by the State Trading Corpo¬ 
ration. The Registrar of Newspapers for India will give com¬ 
plete entitlement duly worked out of all the newspaper 
applicants to STC, which in turn will give imported news¬ 
print eilher from high sea sales or from buffer in such ratio 
as may be prescribed from time to time according to Ihe 
hnsis laid down in para 6,2(ii) above. 

8.2 Authorisations for the indigenous portion of the news¬ 
print entitlement will be issued direct by the Registrar of 
Newspapers for Tndia to the Mills concerned. 

8.3 Newspapers which do not comply with the provisions 
of the Newsprint Allocation Policy or Newsprint Control 
Order or both, will not be allowed newsprint quota until 
they comply with the provisions. Newsprint dealers/agents 
will not be allowed to act as authorised agents for delivery 
on high sea sales and buffer if they do not comply with the 
provisions of the Newsprint Control Order, 
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8,4 Those newspapers which do not lift their allotments 
from high sea sales or buffer stocks or from indigenous 
sources within a period of two months of the receipt of the 
allocation order, will be liable to lose further authorisation 
both for, imported newsprint Hnd indigenous newsprint. 
However, those with an entitlement of less than 50 nits may 
be allowed to lift their allotments wibin six months. 


8.5 Newspapeis/periodicals which are given allotment on 
high sea sales basis, will be allowed to take delivery also 
through the State Small Industries Development Corporations 
(or any other such Corporation functioning in the State) or 
through their authorised agents-. Delivery on high sea sales 
basis wilt be subject to the minimum quantity booked bv the 
foreign supplier. Small newspapers which do not fulfil this 
condition of high sea 'ales allocations because their emble¬ 
ment is too small to be covered by that arrangement, can 
also club their_entitlement with other small newspapers and 
get the newsprint from high sea sales through either the 
State Small Industries Development Corporation lor eny 
other such Corporation functioning in the State) or through 
their authorised agents acting on their ffehalf. 

8.6 Since Indian Mills are not in a position to despatch 
consignment of less than one wagon load, allottees of smaller 
quantities will have to make their own arrangements for 
transport of such newsprint allotted to them. 

8.7 The number of copies distributed free, unsold returns 
or any other copies printed hut, neither sold nor distributed 
free, will be taken into consideration for purpose of deter¬ 
mining the entitlement/consumption of newsprint, provided 
that these represent a reasonable percentage of their print, 
order and in any case not exceeding the following limits :—-

8 8 Newsprint obtained in 1980-8 L under the scheme for 
hxport Promo ion etc. will also be taken into account for 
determining quantity ulilised/heid in stock by the newspapers 
in 1980-81. For this purpose, information should be furnished 
in Annexure V to this Public Notice. 

9.1 In cases where an application may not be formally 
complete or does not comply with any or all of the require¬ 
ments above, the Registrar of Newspapers for India may 
waive the procedural requirements including relaxation, of 
last dates for receipt of applications for good and valid 
reasons. The Registrar of Newspapers for India may also 
relax uny of the conditions of the Policy for good and valid 
reasons, 

9.2 Newsprin- may be authorised by the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India for specialised purposes other than the 
requirements for the production of newspapers/periodicals 
where such purpose may be related to the newspaper industry 
such as experimental use in printing machinery manufacture 
or any other cognate or germane purposes. For this purpose, 
a quantity of 5,000 mis. will be at the disposal of the 
Registrar of Newspapers for India.
